The trade disputes bill, which is a direct 
outcome of the Taff Vale decision, which 
held that tradés union funds are liable for 
the acts of individual members of a 
union, was introduced in the house of com- 
mons today by the attorney general.

Order of Judge Mack, 

The order to the telephone company to 
produce its books as given by Judge Mack 
after an argument by Attorney Levy Mayer 
for the Manufacturers’ association, which is 
endeavoring to recover excessive charges 
to subscribers who submitted to the illegal 
$175 rate. | 

I have no doubt,“ said Judge Mack, that 
the ends of justice will best be served if the 
defendant company be required to produce 
in court the books and copies of contracts 
which the complainants desire as evidence. 
I don’t think there is any question about the 
right to compel the telephone company to 
bring into court its contracts with the 1,200 
subscribers who are party complainants to 
this litigation, and it is a fact that the ledg- 
ers and other books asked are also pertinent 
to the issues of the case. I believe that many 
questions now in dispute may be obviated 
by the production of these books and con- 
tracts.“ 

After giving his decision the court suggest - 
od that the lawyers on both sides might reach 
an agreement whereby the defendant com- 
pany would produce a transcript of its books, 
but Attorney C. S. Holt said the company 
would be willing to comply with the order of 
the court and take into court the books them- 
selves. 

Levy Mayer’s Argument. 

In the course of his argument Attorney 
Mayer said: 

“We have the right to demand that the 
defendant corporation produce evidence in 
its possession which will be pertinent to the 
issues of this case. It is necessary that these 
books be brought here, for we have no other 
means of ascertaining what information they 
may contain. The materiality of thik eve 
dence cannot be challenged, for we charge 
that the contract which a telephone sub- 
scriber is compelled to sign is a one sided 
agreement. It provides for the payment of 
$175 a year for telephone service, and stipu- 
lates that if the amount agreed upon is not 
paid promptly, the telephone instrument 
Shall be immediately removed by the com- 
pany.“ 

The argument on the other points in the 
controversy will be continued this morning. 

These proceedings involve the payment of 
approximately $2,000,000 in rebates to tele- 
phone subscribers, and are based on an ordi- 
nance passed by the city council in 1888, 
which provides that the company shall not 
charge more than $125 a year for its service. 
Since the passage of the ordinance improve- 
ments have been made by the Chicago Tele- 
phone company in its system, and the rates 
were advanced in some cases to $175 a year. 


City Duns Phone Company. 

The telephone company was dunned by the 
city during the day. After a conference be- 
tween Mayor Dunne, Controller McGann, and 
Assistant: Corporation Counsel Hoyne, a let- 
ter signed by Mr. Hoyne was sent to A‘- 
torney Payne, reminding him that the city’s 
bill against the company for back compensa- 
tion, is $312,000. The company has paid 
$200,000 on account and in the letter it was 
said that the city is hard up and would like 
the remaining $112,000 at once. 

Mayor Dunne was asked at night what 
he thought of the recommendation of City 
Statistician Grosser for telephone rates. 

“It would be am increase on the presen: 
rates, would it not?“ asked the mayor and 
then added: 

I want it to be distinctly understood that 
whatever Mr. Grosser may say to the con- 
mittee he does not speak for me. I thought 
I made that plain in the debate over the gas 
rates.”’

Wrestle with Primary Law Problems. 


The election commissioners endeavored in 
the afternoon to decidie questions raised by 
the new primary law affecting the nomina- 
tions to the state legislature.

He Speaks at Meeting for West Side

Former United States Senator William E. 
Mason stuck a few pins into the legislative 
body of which he was a member, in the course 
of an address last night at the Lincoln club, 
1215 Washington boulevard. He called it the 
„greatest con game in history,“ and the 
only legislative body in the world where the 
majority does not rule.“ 

The meeting had been called in the interests 
of the republican candidates for the council 
from the fifteen west side wards. Mr. Mason 
said in passing that James H. Lawley, candi- 
date from the Fourteenth ward, was a nice 
young man as far as he could see, but he did 
not waste much time on local conditione, and 
wound up by appealing for the election of sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people. 

As Mr. Lawley was the only one of the can- 
didates in the hall when the meeting opened, 
Mr. Mason was called upon to follow his re- 
marks. The ex-senator began with the tele- 
phone question in Chicago and worked gently

of Building Find Letters Get Lost on 
Way Down the Drop. 


A cry for the remedying of the defects in 
the mail chutes in the new federal building 
went up yesterday from some of the govern- 
ment officials who occupy it. An inspector, 
it is hoped, will visit Chicago soon to discover 
the cause of the failure of the chutes to work 
properly. Mail sticks in them between floors. 
From each floor in the building up to the 
eighth two sets of chutes, for letters and 
heavier mailing matter, were built within 
the walls. The openings on each floor are 
covered with heavy bronze doors. Usually 
these doors are not locked, but when a num- 
ber of persons were seen fishing out clogged 
mail some one locked them. 

A number of persons declare that they have 
disposed of their day’s mail in the evening 
before going to their homes, only to find 
several days later that none of it had been 
delivered. Long wires were used to open the 
chutes. 

Several days ago Deputy Clerk John Fay 
of the United States District court matled 
letters containing $2,500 in checks. The 
checks were not delivered, and Clerk Fay 
received a number of inquiries concerning his 
supposed failure to mail the orders. 

All of the letters containing the checks 
were found in the mailchute. In consequence 
Mr. Fay has joined in the chorus which is 
heard from every floor: Avold the mail 
chutes."’

Before the session adjourned President 
Mitchell said he wanted to assure the public 
and the operators that in the event of a strike 
every effort would be made to avert rioting 
and bloodshed. 

The miners are just as law abiding and 
patgiotic as their employers,” he asserted,

Number of Empty Cars Delivered at the

were so many empty cars delivered at the 
mines by the railroads i in the three days 
this week. Indications are for a full supply 
in the remaining days of the week. The in- 
dependent operators expect most of the loads 
to be confiscated by the railroads, but the 
merger mining companies, with the backing 
of the railways, having half ot the Indiana 
output, will be able to deliver to customers 
such as the Illinois Steel company.

CHICAGO HAS 60 DAYS SUPPLY. 


Coal Enough Stored in City to Last Dur- 
ing Two Months’ Strike of 
Miners. 


Should Chicago’s supply of coal be cut off 
for sixty days, business men atid coal dealers 
believe that a coa] famine would still be dis- 
tant. It is thought that the 1,800,000 tons of 
fuel now stored in the yards within the city 
limits would be more than sufficient to tide 
the city over a two months’ strike. 

Ernest Pratt, editor of the Black Diamond, 
the coal journal, said last evening that the sit- 
uation, as far as Chicago was concerned, was 
far from alarming at present. 

“ As far as I can learn, the railroads have 
not yet confiscated any coal, for the reason 
that it has been unnecessary: to do 80,“ he 
said. I have visited coal yards and other 
storage places for fuel and believe that there 
is epough fuel stored here to last more than 
two months. Of course, nobody can tell how 
long a strike would last, should there be one, 
but if the city can go for that length of time 
without a fuel famine, there is Httle fear of 
there being a famine then. 

“The only people that I know of who might 
suffer would be the traction cémpanies, who 
have but small storage facilities. I have 

no doubt that these companies have prepared 
themselves, however.“ 


PRISON TERM FOR SHERRICK. 


Former Auditor of Indiana Sentenced 
for Embezzlement of $120,000 
State Funds. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—Special Judge 
James E. McCullough today denied a new 
trial to David E. Sherrick, former auditor 
cf state, convicted of embezzling $120,000 
of state funds, and sentenced him to serve 
from two to twenty-one years in the state 
prison at Michigan City. 

When asked if he had anything to say, 
Sherrick replied in a firm voice, ‘ Nothing 
further, yeur honor.’’

These books were sent to 
Kling on requisitions signed by him in which 
he stated they were for the use of poor chil- 
dren. The evidence further revealed the 
fact that Kling had in his pocket $6.10 at the 
time his trial was begun-——-$6.10 which he had

Silence greeted the conclusion of Mr, 
O’Ryan'’s speech, and Miss Jane Addams, 
chairman of the school management com- 
mittee, arose to protest against one side of 
the case being presented to the board without 
the other side.

Newark Pawnbroker Declares George 
F. Martens Jr. and L. Shinn Asked 


$1,000 to Kill Two Bills. 

Newark, N. J., March 28.— [Special. 
State Senators L. Shinn and George F. Mar- 
tens Jr. have been accused of attempting 
to extort money to kill a bill pending before 


the legislature at Trenton. The charge of i 


attempted bribery is made by Philip Krimke, 
president of the New Jersey Pawnbrokers 
association. He made a sworn statement 
of his charges in thé office of City Attorney 
Malcolm MacLear here today. 

Krimke swore that Senator Shinn of Ocean 
county and Senator Martens of Huntington 
county attempted to extort a $1,000 bribe 
from him in a room in the rear of the senate 
chamber at Trenton on Monday night. He 
says the senators invited him into a private 
room to talk over senate bills 184 and 188. 

Krimke says one Wissan, a lobbyist at 
Trenton, had. called upon Daniel Cohn, a 
Hoboken pawnbroker, to get some money 
to go to Trenton to kill the bills. Cohn in- 
troduced Krimke to Wissan in the state- 
house and the latter told him it would take 
$500 to kill the bill. Krimke alleges he told 
the lobbyist the pawnbrokers could not af- 
ford to pay the money. 

After this talk the lobbyist introduced 
Krimke to Senator Martens, who took him 
to one of the private rooms. Senator Shinn 
immediately entered the room and said: 

“These are pretty good bills and we in- 
tend to pass them, but we can stop them.” 

Krimke asked how, and was told by Sena- 
tor Shinn $1,000 would be needed, and when 
Krimke said that was too much Shinn pro- 
posed a figure of $200 each for him and his 
colleague.

PROF. STARR HEARD FROM. 


CHICAGO SCIENTIST SAFE IN CON- 
GO FREE STATE. 


Letter Dated in Center of Dark Con- 
tinent on Jan. 5 “Reaches Friend in 
Toledo—Famous Anthropologist De- 
scribes His Camp and Tells of Vis- 
ite from Native Kings and Chiefs— 
Is Studying Old Traditions of Many 
of the Tribes. 


' Toledo, O., March W.—ISpeeial. I Prot. 
Frederick Starr, the famous anthropologist 
of the University of Chicago, who sailed for 
Africa on Sept. 23 last, has been heard from. 
A letter from him was received today by 
Dr. John T. Pyle, stating that he had reached 
the Congo Free State. The letter was mailed 
from the town of Udombe, in King Leopold's 
Africam possessions, on Jan. 5 last, and clears 
up all anxiety for his safety. He writes: 

It has required 103 days to make the jour- 
ney from Chicago to Udombe. Of course, we 
expect to make the return journey in much 
less time, perhaps two months. 


Party Is Well Housed. |. 


We are here, actually in Udombe’s town, 
but half an hour’s walk distant, and about 
thé same distance from Chicomas town. We 
have two houses of our own, one for my pho- 
tographer and one for myself. Both are 
small, but we are building a large house for 
us both, when the small ones will serve as a 
kitchen and a photograph storehouse. 

Besides our two houses we have on our 
place a house and office for Verner, a störr- 
house, a carpenter shop, and a shelter shed. 
We are on the concession granted to Verner. 

At present we have more than 100 negroes 
living in the place. They represent a dozen 
different tribes, and where any number of 
one tribe were with us they have a littl set- 
tlement with their own style of houses and 
separate life. Thus we have the settlements 
of Bakete, Baluba, Sappo, etc. 


Wative Customs Revived. 


„I am sure you would be greatly interested 
could you see my native visitors, I have to- 
day had formal calls from King Udombe and 
Chief Coma. The former really is a great 
man. He greeted me in ancient style, and 
made his retinue of ten of his sons go through 
respectful gestures. This is in accordance 
with my demand, and I purpose reviving 
these old customs wherever I have any in- 
fluence. . 

“The report of my presence has spread. 
and we expect visits from all chiefs for many 
miles around, say 100. 

“Pineapples, bananas, chickens, goats, 
and pigs are brought by these chiefs and laid 
down before me. I am expected to recipro- 
cate with a gift just a little larger in value in 
salt, brass wire, or cloth. It is too bad you 
cannot see all our formality.”

| HOUSE LIKE A SHAMBLES. 


Minneapolis Policeman Finds Six 
Hacked Bodies in Blood Soaked 
Hovel ; Five Knives Used. 


Minneapolis, Minn., March 28.—{Bpeciah 1

which the hacked and mutilated bodies of 
six men were scattered. 

All the dead were Bulgarian workmen. 


| Two of the bodies, identified as Nicolo Dimitri 


and Kule Dimitri, father and son, lay in the 
basement. Their throats had been cut, and 
their clothes rifled. These had been robbed 
and murdered, the Ice believe. , 
The other four were found ina sleep- 
ing room on the second floor. Exactly how 
they died isa mystery. The room bears evi- 
dence of a desperate fight. The bodies were 
cut and elushed in a horrible way. On the 
floor were scattered six knives, with razor 
edge blades nearly eight inches long. Beside 
ene of the men lay a blood stained hatchet. 

Their faces were slashed almost beyond 
recognition, and there were wounds all over 
the bodies. All, however, had deep slashes 
in the throat. One man had fallen against 
a hot stove, and the right side of his face 
was burned past all identification. 


Fight to Death Over Spoil. 


Two money belts, containing more thas 
$500, found la the room, give the only clew 
to the cause of the tragedy. These belts the 


| police believe were taken from the two me~ 


slain in the baserhent. The four who fought 
and died in the sleeping room were their 
murderers. They quarreled over the division 
of the spoil and fought until not one was left 
alive. : 

That is the police theory, but efforte are 
being made to find others who were knowp 
to have been about the house, 

The police have almost no clew as to who 
or how many persone were actually con- 
cerned in the murders. The only clew which 
may lead to something definite was obtained 
from a drayman named Micklenberg. He 
says that he was approached Monday after- 
noon last by some men, whom he took to be 
Italians or Greeks, who wanted him to take 
six packages from the house where the dead 
bodies were found to the Union station. 

On arriving at the house he found there 
were twelve packages, and after some hag- 
giing about the price he took them to the 
station. A young man aged about 20 years 
rede on the wagon with him. The other 
men walked. The man who rode on the wagon 
said the party was going to Duluth At the 
station he noticed that the men from the 
house were joined by several other men, a 
woman and a little girl. 


German Tenant Disappears. 

From this dhe police believe that the mur- 
ders were committed some time between mid- 
night Sunday and Monday morning. This 
theory is supported by the statements of 8. 
Magnuson, owner of the house where the 
murders occurred, 

At about 10 o’clock today he asked the po- 
lice to search the house. He said that an 
aged German who occupied the lower floor 
of the house could not be found. Before 
disappearing he had notified Magnuson that 
a fight had taken place in the second floor 
rooms Sunday night. The German said he 
heard scuffiing in the rear of the house, but 
thought nothing of it until today, when he 
observed that the tenants above him were 
not moving about as usual. 

Magnuson at once called up Patrolman Pe- 
terson, who broke open the doors and made 
the horrifying discovery. 


Ttalian “Foreman’’ Can't Be Found. 


Magnuson told the police that about four 
months ago a well dressed Italian rented the 
upper floor ‘of the house and paid four 
months’ rent in advance. The Italian told 
him he was foreman of a railroad construc- 
tion gang and that none of the hotels would 
keep the men. The next day twelve men 
moved their few belongings in. 

They were quiet, never drank, and made 
little noise, and those living about the place 
paid little attention to them. Magnuson 
never inquired their names, and merely en- 
tered them on the books as tenants for whom 
four months’ rent had been paid in advance. 
The men lived, slept, and ate their meals in 
the little reoms on the second floor. The 
„ foreman was never seen again, and the 
police have no trace of him. 

When the house of slaughter was searched 
a lamp was found burning in a reanroom up- 
stairs. 
night. 
the murders were done in two nights. 
two bodies in the basement, according to 
Coroner Kistler, had been dead nearly two 
days. The blood surrounding the bodies in 
the upper rooms was more fresh than that 
around those in the céllar. The wounds on 
the four appear to have been made later.

This means, of course, that the burden 
of proot immediately will be placed upon 
the railroads. The decision of the commis- 
sion will stand until the rallroad has pro- 
duced sufficient evidence 90 upset it on a 
fair hearing. 

In the amendment Mr.

Roosevelt, it will be provided when a suit 
in equity is brought there shall be filed in 
court a certified copy of any part of the evi- 
dence or proceedings before the commission 
which shall be necessary for the decision of 
the case in court. 

If it shall appear the carrier has withheld 
or fatied to present any evidenee of proceed- 
ings before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which, in fairness, should have been 
called to the attention of the court, the court 
may thereupon dismiss the bill filed by the 
common carrier without further proceedings. 

Furthermore, the amendment will provide 
that appeals shall lie directly to the Supreme 
court of the United States and they must be 
promptly taken. These appeals will not sus- 
pend any action of the Circuit court confirm- 
ing any action of the commission, so that 
if the railroad is beaten in the lower court 
the rate fixed by the commission will stand 
until the Supreme court of the United States 
has finally passed upon the case. 


Settles Question of Injunctions. 

Most important of all will be that section 
of the propoged amendment which provides 
that no restraitiing or interlocutory orders 
shall be granted on any ex parte affidavit. 
This is the point which was especially in- 
sisted upon by Senator Rayner [Md.] when 
he crossed swords with Senator Spoon- 
er last week and demonstrated his ability 
as a constitutional lawyer. : 

All of the friends of rate regulation have 
realised more or iets that the courts will 
assume power to suspend the rate fixed by 
the commission pending adjudication, pro- 
viding it seems to be upon its face harsh in 
its operation or so manifestly unfair to the 
railroad that it would. r@sult in practical 
confiscation. What friends of rate regula- 
tion have been afraid of was the passage of 
a court review amendment which would 
ally make it obligatory upon the courts to 
suspend every rate as soon as the case was 
presented to them and keep it suspended 
until a decision could be reached as to its 
reasonableness, 

Mr. Cowen will endeavor to draw up an 
amendment which will prevent the suspen- 
sion of a rate by means of injunction or in- 
terlocutory order merely upon the ex parte 
affidavit of à railroad company charging the 
interstate commerce commission has fixed 
an unreasonable rate. On the contrary, the 
proposed amendment specifically will provide 
that after the railroad has filed its suit in 
equity the commission may also have the 
right to file a cross bill asking the court to 
enforce its order in the same case by an in- 
junction. The court thereupon would have 
presented to it two directly opposite peti- 
tions, one asking it to upset the specified 
rate fixed by the commission and the other 
asking that the same rate be made binding 
upon the railroads by force of an order of the 
court. 


Complaint No Expense to Shipper. 


Inasmuch as the rallroad will be forced 
to filé with the court evidence taken before 
the interstate commerce commission, and as 
the commission will have the right to fille a 
crogs bill in each case, it is believed the court 
merely will review the evidence and deter- 
mine whether the rate fixed by the commis- 
sion was justifiable or not. The tendency of 
course would be against the issue of any 
temporary injunction on either side and the 
courts naturally would proceed toa decision 
of the case at once. As soon as the decision 
was made in the Circuit court the rate either 
would be suspended indefinitely or it-would 
be enforced by injunction and both shippers 
and consumers would have an opportunity 
to be heard. 

Furthermore, it will be evident from the 
wording of the Cowen amendment that the 
government in each case, as represented by 
the interstate commerce commission, will be 
party to the sult and the shipper who made 
the original complaint will not be compelled 
to bear the burden of the cost of litigation. 

Before the amendment finally is drawn 
other features may be introduced, but fhose 
I have. given above represent the point of 
view of the administration and the friends 
of the Hepburn bill as it has been formu- 
lated by a series of conferences concluded 
today.

‘WANT TARIFF ON WOODEN SHOES 


New Infant Industry Pleads to Congress 
to Protect It from Competition 
with the Netherlands. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—- [Special. 
Representative Willam Alden Smith of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., today received a most 
unusual petition which went to the commit- 
tee on ways and means, of which he is a mem- 
ber. It recites: 

We, the undersigned, manufacturers of 
wooden shoes, most respectfully petition and 
request that the import duty on wooden shoes 
be increased so that your petitioners may be 
able to sell their own products at a reason- 
able price and at such prices as will enable 
them to make a respectable living. They 
represent that the eaid articles can be import- 
ed into this country and sold at a price for 
which your petitioners cannot afford to make 
said articles and sell them at a reasonable 
profit. The, cost of labor and material are 
considerably greater tn this country than in 
the Netherlands and Europe. 

“Your petitioners. firmly believe there 
should be a duty placed on wooden shoes of 
at least 125 per cent, so the industry may 
be protected properly and encouraged.”

He spoke on the railroad rate question and 
dealt almost exclusively with the legal fea- 
tures of the problem. He indicated several 
provisions of the house bill which he con- 
siders unconstitutional and expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Bailey's amendment depriv- 
ing the United States Circuit courts ‘of the 
power to grant temporary injunctions would 
not stand the test of the courts. 

When Mr. Knox concluded the senate en- 
tered upon the consideration of the confer- 
ence report on the bill regulating the final 
disposition of the affairs of the Five Civilized 
Tribes of Indians, There was a renewal of 
the discussion of the disposal of the coal 
lands in Indian territory, and several sena- 
tors, including Messrs. La Follette, Clark 
[Wo.]. and Tillman expressed disapproval 
of the conference provision authorizing the 
secretary of the interior to lease lands. 


Knox on Rate Bill. 
Mr. Knox in his speech on the pi pa bill advo- 


cated a provision against the stspension of 
the g¢ommission’s orders by interlocutory de- 


‘crees without requiring a cash deposit or a 


bond to secure to the parties entitled to repay- 
ment, the difference between the commie- 
sion’s rate and the railroad rate if the com- 
mission’s rate were sustained.” 

He thought that the weight of an order 
of the commission, made upon authority of 
an act of congress, would prevent courts 
from granting injunctions suspending the or- 
der, unless abundant proof were submitted to 
justify such a course. | 

Warm praise was bestowed by Mr. Knox 
upon the men who prepared the pending bill, 
but he said he was sincerely convinced that 
as it now stands, it utterly fails to accom- 
plish their beneficent purposes, and, indeed, 
wholly defeats them.“ He reiterated that 
he regards the bill unconstitutional and gave 
the following reasbns: 

** First—It does not provide any method for 
challenging the unlawfulness of the orders 
of the commission in a direct proceeding 
against the commission. 

‘* Second—It prohibits parttes affected and 
aggrieved by the commission’s orders from 
defending proceedings to enforce them upon 
the ground of their unlawfulness. 

“ Third—It so heavily penalizes the dis- 
obedience of the commission's orders as to 
make any attempt to secure a judicial hear- 
ing in any form of progeeding impracticable.” 

Commenting on statements of Representa- 
tive Hepburn and Senators Dolliver and 
Clapp that the right of review exists under 
the pending measure, Mr. Knox said that in 
several cases the commission is given the 
right to sue, but 'in no instance is there 
specific authority for suit against the com- 
mission, and he asked: Howcan a commis- 
sion administering a law of congress be 
sued without the consent of congress?“ 


As to Right of Review. 

Mr. Knox asserted emphatically that under 
the pending bill in no way can an order of the 
commission be brought into court by pro- 
ceedings against the commission. He dis- 
cuseed at length from a legal point of view 
his contention that the bill confers no right 
of review whatever upon the initiative of the 
carrier. After quoting a n of court 
opinions he said: 


The conclusion seems Inevitable that, un- 
less some special method of procedure is. 


provided for in the act which wil afford to 
a carriér_the right to have an order of the 
‘commission effectively reviewed and dealt 
with by the courts no effective rethedy is 
avallable.“ 


La Follette on Indian Issue. 


The conference report on the bill providing 
for the settlement of the affairs of the Five 
Civilized Tribes of Indians was then laid 
before the senate and Mr. La Follette took 
the floor in opposition to its acceptance. 

Mr. La Follette discussed the provision 
dealing with the Indian territory coal lands, 
saying that there are known to be 487,000 
acres of those lands and that they are worth 
not less than $175,000,000 and possibly much 
more. He believed the senate should calla 
halt on the disposal of the lands until in- 
quiry can be made by the senate relative to 
the matter. The leasing of the lands would 
be as unfortunate as their sale. He criti- 
cised the provision for the leasing of the 
lands as originally submitted by the secre- 
tary of the interior, indicating that'it gave 
the lessees an undue advantage. His pur- 
pose was not, he said, to crjticise the secre- 
tary, but to show that in the multitude of

Senator Has 121,601 Names in List, 
While Former Governor Secured 
24,000 Signers—Roll on Dray. 


Springfield, III., March 28.—[{Special.]—The 
petitions of nomination of Senator Shelby M. 
Cullom and former Gov. Yates were filed to- 
day with Secretary of State Rose. The Cul- 
lom petition, which contains the names of 
121,601 voters, was carted to the secretary 
of state’s office on a dray and filed by former 
Lieut. Gov. Northcott. 

The Yates petition was filed by Dr. J. A. 
Wheeler, secretary of the republican state 
central committee, and contains only 24,000 
names, as no attempt was made to secure a 
monster petition. Former Lieut. Gov. North- 
cott bays every townehip in the state outside 
of Cook county is represented in the Cullom 
petition.

A DISCONSOLATE CITIZEN. 

The case of the Iowa man who seeks to 
have Wis certificate of naturalization re 
voked presents some interesting features, 
both because of the reasons behind his pe- 
eullar request and because of the legal ques- 
tions involved. Over in his Norwegian home 
across the sea he heard of America as a lad 
of liberty and opportunity. His visions 
were sweet as he dreamed of a happy 220 
peaceful life with his fanilly growing up 
about him and freedom’s banner waving over 
him. He saved his money and in time found 
himself in America. He got a job as black- 
smith at a.coal mine. He was doing well, 
when, one day, he was told that the workers 
bad formed a union and that he must pay a 
reguiar assessment if he desired to labor 
there. Some time afterward he was in- 
formed that the men were to strike, and, 
despite his protest that he was perfectly con- 
tented with eonditions, he was forced to 
‘remain idle. Then it seemed to him that to 
be forced to pay a tax for the privilege of 
working aud to have some one else decide for 
him whether he was to work or be idle was 
not the realization of his fond dream when 
he sought a home in America. The tyranny 
of labor was worse than the tyranny of a 
king. His request to be allowed to give up 
his allegiance and his citizenship followed. 

But naturalization is irrevocable. He 
must endure what all other citizens have to 
etand. The burdens of Citizenship, its 
duties, and its obligations are as necessary 
as its privileges and its joys, and, if he 
wishes to remain in the United States, it 
must be under the allegianice which he swore 
when he took out his papers. Having once 
renounced his fealty to another government 
he ¢annot remain in this country and claim 
the privileges which are accorded to a domi- 
elled alien. His own fellow workmen are 

ible for the anfortunate curtailment 
of his liberties as an artisan, and neither the 
government nor the constitution can be held 
 gecounta ble.

The Northwestern Miller's weekly state- 
ment on the flour trade, received over Logan-

in 1904. This week four more mills are in 
operation, making seventeen In all, and they 
should turn out 275,000 bris or more. In the 
Same week last year the production was 275, - 
570 bris. While there was no snap to trade 
last week, on the whole Minneapolis mills 
seem to have sold an increased quantity of 
fiour. A few good siged foreign orders for 
patent were reported booked during the week. 
In doing export business it was necessary to 
make low prices, perhaps going below cost. 
Outside mills report volume of business done 
this week as satisfactory, but with chose 
prices. Shipping directions come easier.” 


There was a fairly active trade at the local 
cash wheat tables, aggregate sales of 250,000 
bu being reported, the demand. coming prin- 
cipaly from millers.

According to the London Statist, Europe is 
prepared for gold exports to this country.

„ There is some speculation as to whether 
the United States may not find it necessary 
to import large amounts of gold. Unless Mr. 
Shaw largely increases his deposits in the 
national banks, it would seem certain that 
New York will have to buy gold in Europe. 
If it does have to buy on a considerable scale 
there is no reason to suppose it would have 
an injurious effect upon our own market. In 
the first place, if there is a satisfactory set- 
tlement at Algeciras, France may reasonably 


be expected to stop buying gold. She has. 


a superfiuity of the metal already, and, once 
the strained relations with Germany are re- 
laxed, she will rather incline to part with 
some of it. In the second place, it is im- 
probable that New York will draw upon the 
Bank of England when there aré so many 
other places from which the metal can be ob- 
tained, In the third place, the Bank of Eng- 
land is now fairly strong, sufficiently strong 
to allow the United States without competi- 
tion to obtain the gold it requires.“
